Governor Calls 
Conference on 
School Problems

Governor Warren this week an­ 
nounced he will call a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature on Sept. 20 
to consider urgent problems of the 
state's school construction pro­ 
gram, civilian defense measures, 
and social service legislation.

"The school construction pro­ 
gram under the recently ratified 
bond issue of $250,000,000 must 
continue without interruption un­ 
til there are enough classrooms 
for all of California's school chil- 
djen," the Governor said.

"That was my purpose in advo­ 
cating it and I am sure the inten­ 
tion of the legislature in submit­ 
ting it as well as of the people 
in ratifying it.

"The attorney general is^of the 
opinion that this cannot be done; 
that alloctaions to the school dis­ 
tricts must be limited under the 
law to $6,000,000 per month. If 
this is the legal effect of the pres­ 
ent law, it must be changed im­ 
mediately to permit uninterrupted 
construction until the job is done," 
the Governor added.

He said there are two principal 
matters of immediate urgency in 
connection with the war situation: 
(1) amendment or re-enactment 
of the State's Sabotage Prevention 
Act, and (2) liberalization of 
voter registration laws to make it 
possible for men serving in the 
armed forces overseas to vote in 
this year's general election.

Revision of several of Califor- 
niais social service programs will
be necessary, the Governor said, 
if the President signs H.R.-6000, 
which extends very considerably 
Federal programs such as social 
security, unemployment compen­ 
sation, aid to needy children, and 
other social service programs.
